local improvements of each factory, and is 
ictually engaged in making models of 
such local improvements, which models 
are regularly exported, in casks of linseed 
oil, ‘This agent, we understand, very late- 
ly sent out a complete series of machinery 
in that mode of pocking, for the spinning 
of cotton, and of the very latest improve- 
ments.”
